THE OLD OVERLA ND TRAIL. 


I t H im S e e n 
M a n y K x r it ln g 
E p is o d e s o f 
th e K iunt. 
The overland trail running from 
Independence, Mo., to Santa Fo ia 
«im ply an elongated graveyard. Tlila 
old route haa long since In'cn aban- 
donod, for railroada now traverse 
the vaat extent of itountry, the Ai>a- 
ehea ar<« practically subdued and th« 
old fashlonfHl swinging stage cxMich- 
es that at(RKl the bullets of savagcg 
and desperadoes as w ell «»a the huf- 
fetinga of the w ind and weather 
have fallen into innocuous desue­ 
tude and decay. Men who were k ill­ 
ed or died on the trail were simply 
pulled to one side, and a little mound 
of earth w ith a pile of stones at the 
head is all that marks the last rest­ 
ing plaoe of those whose bones lie 
pioldering in the dust. 
On the trail near Wagon Mound 
there is a sjtot lwmeath which lies 
all that was («artlily of Jules B u r­ 
roughs He was a gentlemanly high­ 
waym an and held up conches, w ay­ 
laid traveler» and robbed promiscu­ 
ously w ith a decency and gentility 
that was as 
unusual as it was 
strange. One of his most daring ex­ 
ploits occurred in the fall of 1M1H. 
Burroughs 
stationed 
himself 
on 
horseback in a coulee, or depression 
in the prairie, near the Cimarron 
crossing, and as the coach swept 
around a curve the occupants were 
startled by tin? figure of »4 masked 
man, mounted, who, w ith six shoot­ 
er 111 each hand, called out sharply, 
“ Halt and get out of tho stage!” 
Passengers and d river first thought 
of protesting, hut a shot laid one of 
the .horses low, whereupon seven 
half soared individuals stepped out 
on the prairie and threw up tlioir 
hands, as they were ixditely re­ 
quested to do. 
The highwaym an, 
covering them w ith his right hand 
weapon, w ith his left hand pulled ft 
little sack or bag from hi* licit, and, 
tossing it to tho first man on the 
left, said: “ Place that over your 
head, please, and then raise your 
hands again. 
Don’t make any a t­ 
tempt., gentlemen, to lietter your 
situation, 
for tho first 
one who 
makes a move w ill Iky a dead man in 
less than a second.” 
No. 1 placed 
tho bag over his head and raised his 
hands as before. 
No. 2 was treated 
likewise, and so on until tho seven 
were served in the same manner. 
“ W h at have you done w ith your 
w atch ?” said ho to the fifth one in 
lino. 
” 1 have no w atch,” was the 
answer. 
“ I know you have none 
now, but you had one a short time 
ago. What, have you done w ith it? ” 
“ I never had on e," su rlily replied 
tho prisoner. 
“ A re you a law yer?” 
inquired Burroughs. “ Yes.” “ Then 
1 forgive you for lying, for that is a 
part of your profession. 
But by uu 
examination of your vest button­ 
holes and your vest pocket 1 am 
convinced that you had a watch less 
than ten minutes ago. 
Now, where 
is it? Tell me q u ick !” The lawyer, 
for in truth he was a lawyer, saw 
at once that his captor was as 
shrewd, if not shrewder, than ho 
was, so he made no more efforts at 
concealment, and answered frankly: 
“ I tossed m y watch and chain out 
of the window when you halted us. 
It is lyin g over there in the grass.” 
“ 1 thought s o ,"s a id the roblier 
pleasantly. 
"P le a s e remove the lit­ 
tle bag that 001100aIs your handsome 
features, stop over to the spot and 
pick it up for m e.” The law yer did 
us roquosted. He watched an oppor­ 
tunity to make a dash, if possible, 
to catch the highw aym an ««IT hi« 
guard, but the latter was not of that 
kind and actually pierced tin? un­ 
happy law yer 
w ith 
his 
lynxlike 
gaze. 
W hen the valuable timepiece 
was placed in his hand, Burroughs 
made a polite bow to the owner and 
handed, it back to him. 
“ Take it, 
said he, w ith sarcastic grace, “ and 
keep it in remembrance of your no­ 
ble loyalty to your profession. 
No 
law yer can afford to toll the truth, 
and I admire you f««r your faithful­ 
ness to the cause.’"— Denver Field 
and Farm .

fore it. The m asterly exposition of the 
fundam ental principles of the currency 
question by Secretary of the Treivsury 
C arlisle in 
a 
series of 
sptavhe» has 
doubt hiss done much to cheek the free 
coinage idea 
In the southern states an 
advance of over tiff per cent iu the price 
of cotton destroyed the sole argument 
of cheap cotton on w hich the «ilvcrttc« 
relied for their support 
by farm ers and 
planters. Throughout the whole country 
the (»lueational work of sound currency 
club* and sim ilar organizations, aided 
by the sound money press, has 4*xpostnl 
the 
fallacies 
and 
falsi« 
statements 
through w hich the agents of the silver 
m ine owners had secured a follow ing 
for the cheap dollar scheme. 
These different agencies have a ll 0011 
trihated to tin« rout of the 1*1 to 1 sil 
verites, hut 
11 more potent influence 
than any m a ll of them \vu* the rccog 
n it ion by the Am erican people of the 
right of property and the h<«|>e of every 
citizen to he some day a proj«?rty own 
er. In the progress of the currency dis- 
cussion it soon became evident that the 
free coinage agitators were really a t­ 
tacking the right to hold property, and 
that their arguments against the gold 
standard and the “ creditor class” were 
directed against the natural right of 
lenders to receive hack from their debt 
or* as much pnqa'rty as was loaned. 
The l'opulist pap4«rs and the spets hes 
and pamphlets of the more rabid silver 
ites were filled w ith denunciations of 
capital, rich men and bankers so that 
the issue 1st ween g««l«l and silver was 
generally dropjied for the w id er ques­ 
tion of the poorer classes against the 
w ealthy. 
Fortunately for the cause of sound 
money, the great m ajority of the people 
of this country own pijiperty or hope at 
some tim e iu the near future to is« prop­ 
erty owners. When they were askeil to 
support a financial policy w hich would 
enable all the debtors of the country to 
repudiate one half of their obligations, 
thus praeticully taking by law half of 
the 
proptrly of 
all 
creditors, 
they 
prompt ly answered “ No. “ 
Those who 
had a little money loaned out to a hank 
or to in d ivid u a ls; a ll who held pr«« 
niium s in a life or fire iusuraneeoumptt 
ny or w ere in any other w ay creditors, 
saw that they could only he injured by 
the adoption of 50 eent dollars 
O h the other hand, those whose hnsi- 
liess w as carried on h.v burrowed money 
knew that although they m ight be tern 
porarily hem lited by financial rnpudia 
lion, y« t when tin y again wished to 
borrow no one woul«i lend, w h ile a ll 
who lo«ik forw ard, as every A m erican 
should, to being themselves owners of 
projH'rty w ere convinced that their l*e*t 
interests w ould he served by m ain tain ­ 
ing a currency system w hich recognizes 
the rights of every man to a ll his pos 
sessions. 
T hey urgued that if the pres 
ent silv e rile and Populist demand for 
the confiscation of h alf of the property 
of creditors should he granted, it would 
not Is« long before there w ould he an 
other socialist agitation for the couttsea 
tion «if a ll projsirty, and they therefore 
refused to favor a scheme w hich threat­ 
ened to destroy a ll thtdr hojtesof a pros 
per on« future. 
It is for this reason 
above a ll others that schemes of repu­ 
diation and attacks <»n property owners 
can never secure a perm anent f«s«ting 
in this country.
